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INTRODUCTION 


The structure of English compared to Spanish can be quite different. Although 
in many ways grammatically simple, English does present considerable pro- 
blems to the Spanish-speaking student, particularly in its colloquial use of verbs 
followed by prepositions or particles — the phrasal verb. 

Everyday English has always relied heavily on such basic verbs as put, take, 
get, make, bring, let, and can form many combinations of these verbs with one 
or more prepositions or particles. These look deceptively easy to the foreigner 
at first sight, but their meanings can be radically different from what one might 
expect. Could anyone, for example, guess the meaning of such a phrase as put 
up with, purely from its constituent words? 

The aim of this book is to illustrate the different meanings in context of a 
practical and representative selection of the most useful and widely used 
phrasal verbs — both in spoken and written English. It contains 44 sections, each 
devoted to a principal verb and the numerous combinations it can make with 
different prepositions or particles. Each phrasal verb is annotated grammati- 
cally* and accompanied by: a) a definition written in straightforward English, 
b) two examples to fix the context, c) a word-for-word translation of the 
definition in Spanish, and d) the equivalent Spanish word or phrase — which may 
not be a word-for-word translation of the verb or the definition — wherever one 
exists. 

Completion exercises at the end of each section give student and teacher 
extra material to practise the correct and appropriate usage of these phrases. A 
key to these exercises is available to teachers from the publishers. Because a 
wide range of vocabulary is necessary to illustrate the full use of the phrasal 
verbs, an English-Spanish glossary has been provided at the back of the book. It 
contains about 400 items, each with a Spanish translation and a page reference 
indicating the point where the word first appears with a specific meaning in the 
text. 

English Phrasal Verbs in Spanish makes no claim to be comprehensive or 
academically rigorous; it is designed rather to be of the maximum possible use, 
either in class or for private study, to Spanish students whose level ranges from 
«С» class to «Proficiency».

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INTRODUCCIÓN 


La estructura de la lengua inglesa, comparada a la de la española, puede ser 
muy diferente. Aunque el inglés es muchas veces muy simple gramatical- 
mente, puede presentar dificultades considerables al estudiante hispanohab- 
lante, concretamente en el uso coloquial de los verbos seguidos de 
preposición o de partículas; el llamado “phrasal verb” — verbo frasal. 

El inglés corriente siempre se ha apoyado mucho en verbos básicos del tipo 
de Put, Take, Get, Make, Bring , Let, y puede formar muchas combinaciones 
con estos verbos y una o más preposiciones o partículas. Esto puede parecer 
muy fácil para un extranjero al principio, pero sus significados pueden ser 
radicalmente distintos de lo que uno espera. ¿ Se podría, por ej., adivinar lo 
que significa una expresión como “put up with” nada más que por el 
significado de las palabras que la forman? 

La finalidad de esta obra es ilustrar los diferentes significados por medio de 
una selección práctica y representativa de los verbos frasales más útiles y más 
ampliamente usados en el inglés escrito y hablado. Contiene 44 secciones, 
cada una de las cuales está dedicada a un verbo principal y las diferentes 
combinaciones que puede hacer con distintas preposiciones y partículas. 
Cada verbo frasal está descrito gramaticalmente*y acompañado por: a) una 
definición escrita en inglés corriente, b) dos ejemplos ilustrativos, c) una 
traducción literal de la definición en español y d) la palabra o frase española, 
si es que existe, que puede no ser una traducción literal del verbo o de la 
definición. 

Los ejercicios complementarios al final de cada sección dan al estudiante y 
al profesor material adicional para practicar el uso correcto y apropiado de 
estas expresiones. La editorial puede proporcionar a los profesores la 
solución a estos ejercicios. 

Debido a la gran variedad de vocabulario que se necesita para ilustrar el 
uso completo de los verbos frasales, existe un glosario inglés-español al final 
del libro. Contiene unas 400 palabras, cada una con una traducción al español 
y una referencia de página que indica el lugar donde la palabra aparece por 
primera vez con un significado concreto en el texto. 

“English Phrasal Verbs in Spanish” no pretende ser riguroso desde el 
punto de vista académico; más bien se ha hecho para que sea de la máxima 
utilidad en clase o privadamente, para los estudiantes españoles cuyo nivel 
sea entre First Certificate y "Proficiency".

CLASSIFICATION OF VERBS 


vi: Verbs belonging to this category are normally inseparable, though 
sometimes adverbs may come between the verb and the particle, e.g. 
"The procession passed by '/* The procession passed slowly by”. 

vt sep: If the object of a verb belonging to this category is a noun, then 
the particle may precede or follow the noun, e.g. ‘The man took off 
his hat’ or "The man took his hat off”. However, if the object is a pro- 
noun (e.g. it, him, us) then the particle must follow it: “The man took it 
off’. 

vt sep*: Verbs belonging to this category must always be separated, re- 
gardless of whether the object is a noun or a pronoun, e.g. ‘The sooner 
we get this job over the better’ and ‘The sooner we get it over the 
better’. 

vt insep: Verbs belonging to this category must always be inseparable, 
that is to say the particle(s) must follow the verb immediately, regard- 
less of whether the object is a noun or a pronoun, e.g. The police are 
looking into the case’/‘The police are looking into it’ and ‘I look 
forward to meeting John’/‘I look forward to meeting him’.
